The acknowledged result of the prohibitive tariff act of 
1897 has been to reduce competition in the manufacture 
and sale of household goods to the lowest point ever 
khown. . alas 

The investigation of the subject the Post-Dispatch is 
making shows this on the most abundant evidence. It is 
not denied, however. It is admitted by those who “stand 
pat” on this record that the object of the unprecedented 
increase in tariff taxation made in 1897 was to “protect” 
high prices, by eliminating the possibility of competition 
from outside with such combinations created to take ad. 
vantage of this “protection.” 

When this burden of monopoly falls on the home, an in- 
creasing number of young girls are forced into the labor 
market. 

The competition, which is virtually abolished when the 
necessaries of life are concerned, reappears in an exag. 
gerated form in a constantly increasing army of women, 
of young girls and boys, forced into the struggle for a 
living, because the earnings of the breadwinner of the 


‘family will no longer support it decently. 


Side by side are these two parallel phases of monopoly 
as it is protected by government against competition. 

As monopoly decreases competition in all it offers the 
buyers of the necessaries of life, the competition for a 
livelihood become more “strenuous,” not in a single !o- 
cality, but everywhere, as far as the system extends. 

It is on this record the Republican party demands an 
opportunity to “protect” in opportunities for monopoly the 
few protected industries which have not already been 
combined to suppress competition since 1897.

if he is to live on his pay, he should state on honor that 
he is free from debt.” 

This is to import a regulation which obtains in some 
European military systems and along with it the inevitable 
cotsequences—a condition of immorality which disgraces 
the armies in which it is in vogue and corrupts the society 
of every military center. 

The experience of all English-blooded races is that every 
restraint of rational personal liberty causes disaster. But 
militariam would impose a restraint in the most vital point 
and sacrifice the highest interest of the individual to that 
of an absurd and childish system which is today recognized 
by the best opinion of the world as a survival of primitive 
instincts. 

If militarism cannot prosper without checking 
healthy natural growth of the race or of any class of in- 
dividuals, it were better to abolish every military estab- 
lishment. The army is a means to an end—the preserva- 
tion of the nation in vigor and effective strength, and 
the advancement of the national civilization. But if the 
end is ignored and the means exalted to be an end in itse'f, 
what progress have we made beyond the stage of pure 
military despotism? 

Militarism is an anachronism, and its absurdity is re 
vealed by such erazy notions brewed in the brains of men 
who are not in touch with the realities of the time.

The republic of Liberia waa declared free and indepen- 
dent in 1847 by the United States.

No European power has dared to attempt to annex it 
or to take from the people the independence under a re- 
publican government the people of the United States recog- 
nized as their right. No European power will dare at- 


tempt it. \

of the Liberian republic? — 

And if the question is of “relapsing into barbarism and 
anarchy” with “bloody conflicts inevitably ensuing,” Mr.

They have issued or authorized stocks and bonds to the 
extent of over four thousand million dollars, on which they 
expect the consumers of the country to pay interest, but 
they are called the “lesser industria) trusts’ to distinguish 
them from the seven “great industria] trusts’’ which operate 
uncer the tariff with a paper capital of between two and 
three thousand millions. | 

These great and iess industrial trusts do not represent 
all the trust or monopoly combinations of the country by 
any means, but they are more directly dependent on the 
results of the tariff law in closing the American market 
against competition than are combinations of street rail- 
roads and the slike which depend on public franchises. 

Taking the history of the Woolen Trust as a sample of 
the “lesser industrial trusts," those who buy woolen goods 
in any form, elther of men’s, women's or children’s clothing, 
underclothing, stockings, knit goods, or anything else inte 
which wool enters, can understand how they are controlled 
in their own buying by a tariff combination of whose his- 
tory they may be ignorant. Where there are s0 many such 
combinations, any one of which, though classed with the

Bary to grasp the facts shown by the record of the orgam- 
zaticn of the Woolen Trust, will understand how the rest 
fiave been created under the intention and the operation of 
the monopoly principlé in the present tariff law. 

On March 29, 199 the combination began its operations 
by incorporating Itself in New Jersey as “The American 
Woolen Co."" The purpose of its organization was to force 
under its control all the woolen and worsted mills of the 
country. It has advanced so far towards the fulfillment of 
this purpose that in 19% It controls 6 per cent of the, mi!'s 
of the country, so that one of the questions now before 
the American public is of whether it shall be “protected” 
in its determination to crush out the other 40 per cent 
With six milis tm every ten against the minority of four 
still struggling with it, it is now appealing for iné--rsement 
as it ‘“‘stahds pat’ on its record and its purpose of forcing 
the rest to surrender to it or close down. 

The extent of the operation of such combinations, cre- 
ated by. the double system of tariff taxation, ts now so 
great that it is hard to give any tdea of it by going Into 
dctails. The detaile are so vast that they “swamp” the 
subject. But there ts nothing vague or doubtful tn the sit- 
uation for those who attempt to find such details. In this 
case 27 of the largest American factories making woolens 
and worstedsa have been “absorbed” by this single corpora- 
tion. They are located tn Massachusetts, New Hampshire. 
Maine, Rhode Island, Connecticut and New York. The list 
es it has been.made out by the editor of Moody’s Corpora- 
tion Securities ts as follows.

MERIDIAN, Miss., Sept. 24.—Goy. Var- 
daman, Circuit Judges Robert F. Cochran 
of Meridian and D, M. Miller of Jackson 
are leading the fight to suppress the wave 
of murdér and whitecap outrages, and to 
clear the state of blind tigers. 
The sheriff of Claiborne County reports 
that 2 murders have occurred in his coun- 
ty in four years and only one hanging has 
resulted.

The announcement is made that Gov. 
Vardaman will find it necessary to declare 
martigf#’ law in Lincoln County at the en- 
suing term of circuit court whan the white- 
cappers now in jail at Brookhaven are tv 
be tried. Open threats have been made by 
the white-cap bands to prevent the trial 
of their trnprisoned members, and the large 
membership of the band causes grave ap- 
prehension” 

The three whitecappers, Wiil and Oscar 


Franklin and Will Porter, were committed 
to jail without bail on preliminary exam- 
ination. So Intense ‘was the excitement 
that. on the representations of the law and 


order league and Justice Doughtry, the 
trial justice, Gov. Vardaman ordered Col. 
D. D. Ewing to call out Company H, and 
the soldiers were held in reserve in the 
courtyard. 
The feature was the exposure of a plot of 
the whitecaps to assassinate Attorney 
Thomas N. Brady, chairman of the law 
and order league, and special prosecuting 
attorney for the state. ne of the white- 
caps, Henry Lofton, turned state’a evi- 
dence, and revealed the murder of Henry 
List, a negro farmer near Brookhaven, by 
the band. The negro's offense wus the pur- 
chase of a farm, which enraged the white- 
caps. 

Another member of the band, J. E. Wil- 
lis. swore that he was indueed by his at- 
torney, Judge W. P. Cassedy of Summit, 
to join the organization in order to prevent 
the whitecaps from driving negroes from 
Judge Caseedy’s plantation in Franklin 
County Willis has since served Gov. 
daman as a detective to ynearth the se- 
crets of the whitecaps acd reveal them in 
court. 

Judge Cochran's ringing charge to the 
grandjury of Clarke County has stirred the 
state. “I have received information from 
nearly every county in the Tenth circuit,” 
deélared the judge, ‘that blind tigers are 
simply holding high carnival. There seems 
to be a perfect epidemic of them. If the 
blind tigers have come to run the country, 
I give notice that a battle against them has 
commenced, and they will ve shown no 
quarter.’ 

The grandjury of the United States Dis- 
trict Court adjourned after returning 
thirty indictments against persons for sell- 
ing whisky without license. Ten blind- 
tiger keepers were arrested and fined in 
the Meridian city court, In Jackson the 
grandjury bas been busy grinding out in- 
dictments against the blind-tiger Keepers. 
Hundreds of Miseissippians swarmed to 
Meridian to attend the trial of the first 


peonage cases prosecuted by 
ment in Mississippi, and which were con- 
tinued until March, 18%. t'nited Etates 


District Judge H. CC. Niles, of his own 
motion, ordered the peonage cases against 
the two Pickett brothers of Noxubee Coun- 
tv, the three Legette brothers and Irving 
ifenderson of Kemper County, continued, 
for the reason that the celebrated peonage 
cases from Alabama. Florida and Georgia 
are now periding before the United States 
Supreme Court, on the question of the con- 
etitutionality of the act of 1867, under 
which the {néictments of the planters ware 
obtained. T'ntil the highest tribunal pase- 
ae on the constitutional question the Mie- 
fissipp!l cases will be poetponed. The pres- 
ent grandjury refused to reindict the sax 
Missis#ippi planters, which the government 
sought to have done on account of the 
much-feared weakness of the pending in- 
dictments. 

One of the prosecuting attorneys Thomas 
M. Tann of DeKelb. wae recently killed 
by Irving Henderson, one of the indicted 
plantors, the murder growing out of these 
peonnge prosecutions. The three Legettes 
and Irving Henderson are charged with 
kidna ping a negro, Shep Griffin, and hold- 
ing him in bondage againet his @ill. The 
negro. who is in jall here. claims that 
he escaped from the lLegette plantation 
in Kemper County and fled to Neehoba 
County, where he alleges the Legettes and 
Henderson followed and captured him. ad- 
ministering a severe Beating to hie, plac- 
ing a rope adout his neck. dragging him 
twenty miles back to Kemper County, 
where he wre again beaten and threatened 
with death ff ne ever divulged the circum. 
stances,

His Princely Rank. 

Prince Herbert has not inherited his father’s 
title of Duke of Lauenburg, a dignity which the 
old chancellor always declined to use, and on 
which he refused to pay the obligatory taxes and 
dues of registration. His rank in the nobility 
therefore, is that of prince—that is to say, the 
grade in the German aristocracy which inter- 
venes between count and duke. The German word 
for the dignity, tn fact, {es “‘Furst.’’ It Is shared 
of course, by his wife, while his children, like 
his brother and the latter's offspring. have to be 
content with the title of “count,’’ the style of

Business on the local stock exchange the 
past week showed absolutely no improve 
ment over that of the preceding week, and 
if anything, the sales have been smaller 
and t outside interest less apparent.

Conditions governing the securities mar- 
kets have on the whole remained exceed- 
ingly favorable the pore week, and no ad- 
verse influence on the situation in general 
is noticeable.

Made to En- 
tertain Crowd Second Only 
to St. Louis Day. 


CARL’ SCHURZ:TO BE PRESENT 


Distinguished Descendants of Father- 
land Coming From Afar and Elab- 
orate Entertainment Planned. 


Carl Schurz, probably the most repre 
sentative German-American citizen of the 
United States, will come ‘from New York 
to take part In the celebration of German 
Day at the World’s Fair; Thursday, Oct. 6 

Mr. Schurz was born in St. Louis and in 
his early manhood secured employment 
here on*’a German newspaper. Fim edi- 
tor of. this newspaper he became United 
States senator from Missouri and secretary 
of the interior. He has resided for several! 
years in New York. 

Baron” Spéck von Sternburg, imperial 
German ambassador to the United States, 
also has consented to take part in the Ger- 
man Day program. 

Other speakers on the program will be 
Dr. Emi) TPreetorius amd John Schroers of 
St. Louls, Dr. Theodor Lewald, German 
commissioner to the World's Fair; Con- 
gTessman Bartholdt, Dr. George Richter, 
Dr. Rieloff, Dr. Max Hempel, Dr. Barth 
ana Prof. Heller of Washington Uni- 
versity. 

Mayor Wells has promiséd he will declare 
German Day a half holiday. 

Untiring efforts are being made by the 
local executive committee to make German 
Day exceed in attendance all other days 
except St. Louls Day.’ This committee is 
headed by John Schroers and Edward L. 
Preetorius is treasurer. PMmil Leonhardt is 
secretary of the committee. 


The celebration will be by Americans 
oft German descent on the anniversary 
of the first landing of their forefathers 
on this continent. 

It was at a little place, afterwards 
called Germantown, -now a suburb of 
Philadelphia, that the first Germans 
landed and settled in the United States 


Oct. 6, 1683.

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CITY PRAISED FOR 


‘GOOD GOVERNMENT 


Authority on Municipal Administra- 
tion Lauds St. Louis Before 
Convention Delegates. 


High praise for St. Louls was spoken Ly 
an authority on municipal administratien 
at one of the sections of thé International 
Congress of Arts and Sclences, at the 
World’s Fair vesterday. 

Albert Shaw, editor of the American 
Monthly Review of Reviews, accorded the 
praise. He was one of the speakers before 
the section of municipal administration, 
which met at 3 o’clock in the Palace of 
Education. 

Speaking on fundamental conceptions of 
municipal administration, he outlined the 
efforts for order, beauty and cleanliness of 
American cities and the cure of the evils 
of overcrowding. 

“In some respects no city has attained 
better\results in these particulars than 
St. Louis,’’ he said. “It has had its evils 
anrl scandals and these of late have been 
considerably advertised, but I have known 


for a long time of other phases of munici- 
pal goverament in 8t. Louis, and they are 
creditable. ‘The city is certainly a bniliant 
example in what it has accomplished in tne 
line of providing beautiful, comfortable and 
healthful dweiling piaces for its inhab- 
itants.’’ 

Mr. Shaw traced the development of the 
municipality, giving particular attention 
to the complex modern city. The Unitod 
States, he said, wus the only country which 
had not worked out a uniform system of 
municipal government. lt was more diff- 
cult to grasp changes in the form of fov- 
ernment of one American city, often, 
through its frequent making and unmaking 
of charters, than the whole system of Eng- 
land or Germany or France. 

He declared that furnishing water and 
light, cleaning streets and removal of 
garbage were municipal functions and 
the service was such as could not be 
successfully rendered for private profit. 
He thought there had been improvement 
in civic honesty and the tone of his en- 
tire address was optimistic. 

Miss Jane Addams of Hull House, Chi- 
cago, was the other speaker. She ap- 
plied principles and dealt with the prog- 
ress of the past century. Her paper was 
a keen, sympathetic analysis of the mo- 
tives of those who constitute the ele- 
ments of the modern — 

She pointed out the relations between 
professional politicians and the repres- 
sors and repressed and their community 
of interests. She made allowance for 
people who sinned through passion and 
ignorance, rather than through hardness 
of heart. 

A gov ernment which ignores industrial | 
questions, she compared to an ostrich | 
which hides its head in the sand. 

Dr. Emil Muensterberg, president of 
the Charities Organization of JSerlin, 
condemned the spoils system in Ameri- 
can municipal life_and attributed to it 
the evils which afflict municipalites. He 
said he would not think of undertaking 
the duties of such a position as he held 
if he was to give up the position in less 
than ten years. 

“American municipal government,” he 
said. “ts mixed with politics, which is 
the fruit of the Democratic constitution. 
~ government should be sepa- 
rated from politics, with which it has 
nothing to do.”’ 

He declared that there was nothing in 
Germany to compare with Hull House. 

Mr:. Conde Hamlin of St. Paul pre- 
sided and had the honor of being the 
only woman to preside over a section 
meeting. Her selection was in recog- 
nition of her being the only municipal 
commissioner present.

Here men who murdered not to rob 
took human life because they had been turned to mere 
hearts by drink. ere is the scene of a long series ot 
killings which led up to the recent wanton murder of 
two men by the bartender of the Yellow Dog in con 
toin with the butchers’ strike. 
LACK BRIDGE is by sheer force of environmen: 
the strategic center of the scene. *wirling under- 
neath with its twisted tide ol llow or red o7 
black, ia Cahokia creek, a sewer for the packing houses 
io the north, northwest and northeast, suggesting to the 
murderer easy disposition of the victim of foul play. To 
the east, along St. Clair avenue, lies Whisky Chute, three 
blocka long. a solid line of saloons like traps set to en 
snare the packing house employe and fire his animal in 
stinct “ach liquor. A block west. across the bridge, stand 
two isolated shacks. county line saloons. the Bucket of 
Mood. with a record of five murders, and the Yellow Dog, 
with a record of three. Back of these rises a dense jungle 
of weeds higher than a man’s head, stretching away to 
the westward over Hell's Eighty. Straight through this 
immense weed patch runs the Brooklyn read, a_ raised 
thoroughfare. leading away to the negro settlement, a mile 
over toward the Mississippi. South of. this Brooklyn 
road is Wiggins Ferry land, and to the north of it lies 
The Dump. piled high in ridges with refuse deposited 
there from the packing houses.

The girl who stands a great deal must iook 
upon fresh air as her greatest aid-in preserving _ 
her health and helping her to overcome fatigue. — 
If she has learned to breathe deeply, drafts “ 
cease to frighten her. 

A slouchy, badly carried bedy almost always re- 
fs in a backache, though women often name 
backache as an excuse for their incorrect atti- 
tudes. The exercise illustrated here will do a 
great deal toward strengthening the back and 8 
vigorating the upper part of the body. 

Lie fiat on the flogy, face downward, raise the 
weight of the body on the toes and support ‘ 
vourself on your elbows. Raise the waist and 
back, using all the waist and shoulder and back 
muscles. ‘This exercise may be a strain at firat 
and should not be repeated more than two or 
three times until the back is strengthened. 
can be done on two chairs 
or stools as well, providing they are firm. A 
neavy piano stool and a chair will do also, An 
the movements are intended to develop the waiat 
muscles and the upper part of the body. 

Sit firmly astride the bench or stool, turn the 
hody first to the right as far as possible and 
then back to the left. Do this as if you were re- 
sisting your own weight, and with as much force 
as possible. Keep your mind on what you are 
doing and on waist museles which you intend te 
strengthen by this exercise, Breathe deeply and 
regularly, feeling that with each breath of air 
you are inhaling and laying by a supply of 
strength and vitality which is to last you all the 
following day.

"MODEL of this floating structure (sg 
shown at the World's Fa'r. jt ts an 
English work and was recently towed 
into Portamouth (England) navy yard by 
three tugs. Tt tw designed as a Noating coal 
depot. It will contain over twelve thousand 
tons of coal, and, when fully loaded, it wi!) 
displace 19,000 tons. Four platforms, each 
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carrying three transporters, are placed on 
board, running on rails on each side of the 
dock so that the coal may be delivered 
simultaneously to vessels lying alongside 
and on to any part of their decks. Two 
battleships may be loaded at the same time. 
This is considered a great advance in the 
eoaling of vexeels, hitherto one of the most 
troublesome of problems.
